Dashew is now operating in four principal service 
center locations in the U.S. and Canada, with a total 
of 12 Databosser machine systems to accommodate 
high volume peak loads, system back-up and prior¬ 
ity needs. Equipment, materials and personnel of 
these centers are combined to meet the broadest 
possible variety of options in card design, computer 
coding, selection of type font, colors, and other 
system application specifics.

World’s Fastest Automatic Equipment 

The single most important factor in Dashew capa¬ 
bility is the outstanding speed and performance of 
the Databosser 465. This is the reason no other 
supplier can handle volume quantities of plastic 
cards as rapidly and efficiently. It also explains why 
no other supplier can match Dashew's low cost 
per unit of processing. 

MACHINE SPEED: The Databosser 465 will average 
from 1,000 cards up, with a maximum speed of 
3,000 per hour. 

ACCURATE, LINE-AT-A-TIME EMBOSSING: Highest quality 
card processing is also the result of several other 
important machine characteristics. For example, the 
465 system is designed so each plastic card may be 
proofed against the interpreted tab card used as 
input. The line-at-a-time embossing accounts for the 
perfect alignment of embossed characters so essen¬ 
tial for Optical Character Recognition and other 
computer coded input systems. 

PLUS ACCURATE PUNCHING: All punching is accom¬ 
plished through a full-field punch and die block, as¬ 
suring perfect positioning of all punches. 

Your Choice of Type Fonts and Colors 

Dashew service centers provide most of the standard 
type fonts, including the Dashew 6CM, 4MN, and 
3.5; the IMR 7B; a combination of IMR 7B and Bar- 
Code; 1428E and MICR. Other fonts are available on 
special order. Selected colors are applied to your 
card embossing via the 465 hot-tipping process. 

Provisions for Customer Security 

Dashew assumes special responsibility for all 
customer data and property. All service center per¬ 
sonnel, for example, are bonded. Other procedural 
precautions are strictly enforced to assure complete 
protection of our many industrial, governmental 
military and commercial users. In addition, the com¬ 
bination of a total service package under one roof 
— including plastic card design, manufacturing, 
embossing, punching, and stamping —serves as a 
safeguard against loss and other problems associ¬ 
ated with redundant handling.
